THE BUCKET ARGUMENT

by law to the Federal United Nations 
Budget and our contribution* thereto. 

The Wall Street Journal reporta that 
the United Nation* Special Fund now 
«*ek* a 138 million boost In Its budget 
for 1904. Hits would be more than a 



third greater than the 1903 budget and 
we already contribute to percent of the 
United Nations Special Funds budget. 
It appeals that while we are finally 
tightening up our foreign aid budget, 
we are losing our savings through the 
back door to the United Nations aid 
program I urge the Members of the 
House to read the following editorial 
from the Wail Street Journal.

quarantine — to prevent the arrival of 
further offensive military equipment in 
Cuba. 

Cast Saturday r»caliing the events of 
the crisis of October 1982. the President 
declared that the outcome of that crisis 
could not be considered either "a vic- 
tory tn the usual military sense ' or a de- 
feat. He left the Nation in considerable 
doubt as to Just what the outcome should 
be considered 

The results are indeed difficult to as- 
sess.

1 year ago again we are forced to con- 
clude that the outcome of the missile 
crisis was uni. victory for the United 
States. 

Again ‘r. hi* speech 1 year ago. the 
President called for "the prompt di*- 
manUlng and withdrawal of all offensive 
weapons m Cuba, imder the supervision 
of U N. observers, before the quarantine 
can be lifted ‘ In his correspondence' 
with Khrushchev t.he President insisted 
on some form of onsite inspection, but 
the quarantine was lifted without secur- 
ing the inspection which the President 
had told the world he was demanding 
Tills retreat cannot, be considered a vic- 
tory for the United State*.
